Three bills are pending before the 
legislature all having for their object 
the curtailment of legitimate activity 
of trust companies and other business 
interests, namely. Senate Bill No. 21, 
and Assembly Bill No. 148, purport¬ 
ing to deal with the unlawful practice 
of the law, and Senate Bill No. 602, 
having for its object the proh.bition 
of solicitation by'a trust company for 
any business which it is bv law au¬ 
thorized to conduct. 


Senator Hiram W. Johnson has se¬ 
cured the passage of amendments to 
the Emergency Tariff bill providing 
for an increase in the duty on lemons 
to two cents a pound, on olives in so¬ 
lution to twenty-five cents ner gallon, 
on olives not in solution to twenty- 
live cents per oound, on olive oi' to 
sixty cents per gallon in bulk and 
seventy cents per gallon in contain¬ 
ers of less than five gallons.

FRUIT GROWERS 
ADVISED TO SPRAV 


Growers of peaches and apricots are 
advised by the office of the Agricul¬ 
ture Extension Sendee that the period 
for the second dormant spray may 7 bo 
expected within the next two or three 
weeks. Of the two sprays necessary 
for successfull combating the princi¬ 
pal pests and diseases of deciduous 
fruits the second is of considerable 
more importance that the first or 
winter spray, according to Farm Ad¬ 
visor Hodgson, who advises growers 
to watch the buds on thoir trees very 
carefully and at the first signs of the 
swelling of the buds to begin spraying 
operations. The diseases to be spray ¬ 
ed for at this time include leaf borer 
of the peach, California teach blight 
and twig borer and shot hole and 
brown rot of the apricot.
